SOME WAR-LOAN PERPLEXITIES

The treasury now finds that the
small subscribers for bonds, whose
pumber was last week reckoned at
200,000, will actually reach 300,000
or more.

This is giving the treasury people
a lot of trouble. First of sll, these
small subscribers nearly all seem dis-
posed to pay for their bonds in cash,
and there is fear that foo much
money will thus be withdrawn from
locked wup in
the treasury until needed for
war ¢Xpenses. So the au
thorities are wurging subsecribers Lo
take the credit period allcwed to
them.

Another difficulty is tbat the ex-
press companies have put a limit
upon the amount for which they are
willing to become responsible. To
avold excessive liability they refuse
to receive more than a fixed sum in
bonds each day fcr transmission.
As there are 300,000 separate parcels
ot bonds to be delivered, the work
of distribution promises to be tedi-
ous,

Becanse he was
nol allowed to make himself conspi-
uous when our flag was raised over
Santiago, he walked np-to the Amer-
ican commander and tried to slap
him in the face. Had a French or
German correspondent done the
same thing under similar circum-
stances he wounld have been shot or
bayoncted on the spot, and few
would have said that be did not de-
serve his fate.

The
one now under preparation will ba more’
complete.

| it will conlain historical data from the
arrival of McLaughlin in the territory in
1823, to date.

It will algo contain a list of the mem-
bers and officers of all the (erritorial or
provigional meetings, and legislatures,
beginning with the meeting held Febm—}
ary 17, 1841, when Rev, Jason Lee pre-!
sided ; a roster of every etate legislature,
and a list of all state and territorial|
officere, inclading those of the various |
etate institotions. |

The length of term, date when induoet- |
ed into office, and date of expiration of |
term of each offiicial will be shown, A |
biographical sketch of each, where ob~|
tainable will be supplied. !

FROM SANTIAGO DE CUBA.

A Dalles Boy, Jesse P, Flock, Writes to
His FParents Describing the Trials
nnd Victorles at the Front.

Yesterday Mr. and Mrs. Flock, of this
city received a letter from their son
Jesse, of Co. H, 4th Infantry, who i=s
one of the brave lads who took partin
the storming of Bantiago. Knowing
that it will be of interest to our readers,
we publish the following extracts. He
BBYS

“Well, dad, I bave been keeping my
health good so far and have not got eny
shots yet but there have bheen boys
killed right aiong side of me, but I have
prayed to God and he is my only pro-
tection. We have had five battles al-
ready and there were about 1300 killed
and wounded, bot I guess it would be
useless to think of counting the Spanish
losees for we have over 1500 of them for
prigoners, let alone the killed and
wounded, and we liave got their entire
fleet, except a few boats that ecanuot
leave Spain. We are located in a horee-
ghoe shape aroand Bantiago.

““We began firing on the city on the
12th and at night they threw uap their
flag of truce. I do not know what for,
yet they played the eame thing on
the 4th aod Legan the same way. We
kept on uontil might, then they pat up
their lag and wanted some consider-
ations. Gen, Miles gaid if they wanted
to sarrender alright, and il not it was
the same (o him. So they eaid they
would give ns the city and the section of
land surrcunding it if we wonld let them
march their army oot unmolested, and
Gen. Miles eaid no; thatif they didn’t
wanl to sarrender that hostilities would
begin at 4 o'clock, July 11th, and o it
did too. Now they have up their white
flag, s0 we are waiting under orders
now. I can cee hundreds of Spaniards
from right where I am gitting and can
gee all over the town and bay.

*“In the last fight there was not one of
onor men hurt, but I am sure we hart
some of them, for we dismantled three
of their cannens that they were using on
ns, two of which were completely de-
molizshed and the other one & wheel was
taken off slick and clean, eo it must
have Lort some of them. When that
was done then we fired one shot ont of &
dynamite gun into an old house on the
gide of the hill and they came rolling
out like a awarm of bees.

“There are a few Spaniards coming
over almoet every day giving themselves
up, and tell us where they have their
gans localed, go that i8 a good deal of
help to us too. They made a midnight
charge on us one night, but we didn't do
a thing to them. They only gnt one of
our boye and he was lying adout five
feet from me, right cn the same side of
the path, so you sce it was pretty close
to me., He iz from Portland, Oregon,
and his name ia Vatkenburg, and he
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Windmills.
